The tendency in recent years has beeen to leave tree culture to public 


officials. 
If you inquire of old residents as to who set out the superb 


trees found on the streets of many cities, you would usually learn that it 


•4 was done by the old timers out of public spirit. People would go out on a 


fioliday or at other times, and set out a lot of trees, with no expectation of 
being paid for their work, and their descendants now bless their wise and 
kindly forethought. 


In these times when the majority or cities appropriate money from 


taxation to set out trees, there is a tendency for citizens to lie back and 
look to public authority to perform this task. But as funds as chronically 
short in most cities, tree planting may be neglected to some extent. 
New 


streets are often opened without having anything done in the way of tree 
planting. 


There needs to be more of the real Arbor day spirit, inspired by which 


citizens shall get out «ith spades and watering pots and set out trees as 
they are needed on their own grounds and on street land not wait tor city 
officials to come along and do it for them with the taxpapers' money. 


There are very few cities that have as many trees as they should have. 


Many more could be planted to advantage in Newark, though this c:ty is 
noted for its beautiful shade tre-?s.

to get out and cast a ballot. But in large towns and cities they are often ' 
overlooked for several years. They are not interested enough in political 
affairs to get out and act on their own initiative.

The judgment of people who take so little interest in public matters ' 


might not be worth much if they did go to the polls. But this lack of

concern about community affairs is one reason why official services are so 
frequently inefficient. 
If all oi the people were watching i'.uemly each , 


day in the newspapers, to see what their representatives were doing, the j 
standard of public service would be far higher than it is now.

ment would not cost so much, and it could do more and better work.

"When on his return to England 


from the 
Washington 
Conference 


Mr. Balfour accepted the Order of 
the Garter, the London press in a 
friendly spirit protested against be- 
ing obliged to speak of him as Sir 
Arthur Balfour. It did violence to 
establish usage and the voluntary 
,,rule he had upheld in his person of 


untitled statesmen. 
The disappoint- 


ment will be the greater on his being 
raised to the peerage and secluded 
for the rest of his life in the dreary 
company of the lords. 
It s a form 


of banishment for whfch the compen- 
sation must be small. It holds out 
no prospect of new successes to be 
compared with the recognized stand- 
ing of a great leader of the house of 
commons. 


For Arthur Balfour had won for 


himself the right to be regarded as 
a great commoner.

Washington, IX C., April IS.—Aft- 


er successful flights across tho At- 
lantic—one of thorn in a single leap 
—;uul the exploits of aircraft during 
the late war, it might be supposed 
that the conquest of the air has been 
accomplished ,aiul that aviators are 
"birdmen" in fact. 


But the thing toward which stu- 


dents Qf flying are turning their at- 
tention now is the possibility of sus- 
tained 
flight 
without power—the 


kind of flight possible for an alba- 
tross, an eagle, or a sea gull. These 
birds and many others are capable 
of keeping themselves in the air. and 
of actually climbing lusher and high- 
er, 
without any 
apparent 
effort 


other than holding their wings ex- 
tended. 


The pursuit of this development is 
arousing more interest abroad than 
it is in America, the German flyers 
being particularly active in working 
toward accomplishing this end. It is 
now a little more than 10 years since 
the first controlled fliKht in a power- 
propelled 
airplane was successful. 


the machine being piloted 
by 
the 


American 
pioneer 
flyer, 
Wilbur 


Wright, at Kitty Hawk. North Caro- 
lina.

limited speed of the vessel. Tv.e 
larger seabirc.s. it is claimed, have 
txen observed for as long as daylight 
last?, keeping up in

moving: the wings in the motion com- 
monly known as flapping-. 


In ire t:tinlies of the birds as a 


moilet for "rJr'crs." it was noted that 
the birds best capable of this sus- 
tained flight without effort 
have

tance out from the sides of the bird, 
and 
tending- to be narrow rather 


that broad wings.

By glider !?• not meant a machine 


That will 
nit rely coatt down 
the 


wind, gathering speed from loss of 
altiU'ae. 
Such a machine would be 


useful only if .-tnrteil front the top 
of a hill, with a landing place ,-ome- 
whorr- on the plain below. This sort 
of th..ig would be and is relatively 
easy of accomplishment. 
The am- 


bitinus coal of the experimenters in 
this line is a machine without power 
which will rise of its own volition, 
utilizing air currents f<~>r the purpose, 
and fly about here and there without 
artificial means of propulsion, such 
as the propeller used by all airplanes. 


The best record thus far obtained 


in this respect is credited to a Ger- 
man 
exoerimenter, a man 
named 


Harth. This man, according- to ac- 
credited records, mad; his machine 
rise from a standstill without assist- 
aneo. and eventually gained an alti- 
tude of about 200 feet above th° start- 
ing point, keeping hi« machine in 
the air for 21 1-2 minutes. When he 
did land, it was at a point only 35 or 
4i' feet below his starting point, and 
that after being in the air for more 
than a third of an hour. 


Too much should not be expected 


from the perfection of the "glider" 
in the way of actual long- flights 
without 
any 
power 
whatsoever. 


Harth required a wind of about 20 
miles an hour to make his remark- 
able record. 
Obviously it is impossi- 


ble to get anything like "lift" from 
thp air when there is a dead calm. 


The big development •which would 


seem to ho possible in the near fu- 
ture, judging from the German ex- 
perim"*!tc, is tho aerial "flivver"— 
a small, safe plane, extremely low- 
nowi-red. which the average man 
r-ould afford and operate. 
On many 


o.vnsions, such a machine could be 
(•inp;-atf>d without the T'se of pow»r. 
when at sufficient altitudes to take 
.-ulv.intage of tho winds whioh are 
encountered more fromientlv high in 
the air. Also, a sufficiently skilled 


operator of such an a«rial flivver 
could UBO It on a glider nearer to tl.e 
ground when conditions inudo It pos- 
sible. 


Winds blowing In u genenil upward 


direction are recorded with more fre- 
quently than is ordinarily believed. 
The coloring of the ground, with the 
consequent varying reflection of the 
sun's heat. causcM the air to rise 
qulto generally over sonif areas, 
with emnpenwiHng descending airs 
over other portions of ground. 
In- 


equalities of the surface—hills and 
mountains—force moving air Into an 
upward direction. 
It is these air 


currents which the skilled iniinipulti- 
tor of a glider takes advantage of in 
order to climb in the air above his 
startlns point. 
Earlier glider records were remark- 


able, but were beaten by Hurth in 
his trip made last autumn. 
One 


German glider flow about six miles, 
and in the course of the flight rose 
300 feet above its starting point. 
Rut the landing point was fully 1,500 
feet above the starting point, and 
the flight lusted a much shorter time 
than Harth eventually was able to 
accomplish. 
Later on another Ger- 


man kept a powerless plane i:; the 
air about lo minutes. 
The great accomplishment made 


by Harth. though, was not so much 
the time record he made and the ac- 
tual ascent into the air without 
power, as the fact that the plane 
from start to finish of the flight, 
"lost altitude" or came down, at the 
rate of only about two feet a minute. 
| 
The machine used by Harth did not 


i have a rudder to guide it. This had 
been dispensed with, and movable 


I wing tips used. Without any effort 
on the part of tjie aviator, the Harth. 
machine heads into the wind when 


; it changes direction. 
On the 
day 
| when his great record was made, the 


i wind was said to be bowing in r-usts. 
and changing direction often. 
The 


1 machine headed into the wind wheiv 


i ever such a change came. So slight 
was the inclination of the ground 
that observers of the flight asserted 


i th?t upward currents of wind had 
! little to do with the climbing of the 
machine. 


About a 20-mile wind was blowing
